Thus "nolsemakers" 
could be silenced and a general set 
of regulations formulated tor each 
particular building.

Arts, Science 
Debaters Win; 
Beat Theologs 

Upholding the affirmative view 
ot the resolution that "political 
clubs are contradictory to the best 
interests ' of the student body," 
Arts and Science debaters yester- 
day defeated Theology 'representa- 
tives at a debate held in the Union 
Ballroom at 1 p.m. 

Supporting the affirmative view 
tor Arts and Science were Gerald 
Bursey and -Bill Tetley, while 
Malcolm Galbraith and Wendell 
Atchison spoke tor Theology. 

Main argtiments produced by the 
attirmaliye* were that political 
dubs- produce a bias in the mind 
ot supposedly open-minded stu- 
dents; that they produce disunity 
pn the campus, by Uhei violent par* 
Usanship'^ot ideas arid the - decid- 
ing ot elections on a political basis. 

In rebuttal, the negative ccntend- 
ed that the university can be look- 
ed at as a miniature of the world 
and therefore a place to become 
acquainted with all phases of life. 
They pointed out that with this 
view, political clubs become a ne- 
cessity and student participation a 
part of a democratic citizen's edu- 
cation. Politics arc a reality, they 
ccçtinued, and thus an opportunity 
to learn and experiment with poli- 
tical ideas should - be seized upon. 

Before dellverins his decision. 
Sherwin Raymond, the single Judge 
of the event, censured the wording 
ot the resolution, which put the 
attlrmative In the peculiar position 
ot tearing down an idea instead ot 
supporting It. He gave bis decision 
in favour ot the affirmative be- 
cause . their arguments were better 
organized and more consistent. 

Next week, Engineering and 
Law will debate the resolution: 
Resolve that the decision to ban 
non-union bands from McGill func- 
tions is justifiable.

Following receipt of a telegram 
from Mr. Ma:kenzic today which 
says "Should be glad to meet Vet- 
erans' Executive , pfior to .Liberal 
Club meeting'* thé prosldeht^'of the 
Liberal Club has arranged with 
Frank Common, new president. of 
the Vet Society, to Introduce the 
new Veteran Executive to Mr. Mac- 
kenzie Immediately before ^the 
meeting. 

Due to the wide interest that Mr. 
Mackenzie's visit is likely to arouse, 
especially among student veterans, 
the University authorities have of- 
fered Moyse -Hall for the meeting 
which will be held at 5 p.m. on 
Friday afternoon. 



Mr. Mackenzie has disclosed that 
his main intention in tomorrow's 
meeting is to find out what veter- 
ans feel about the Veteran's Char- 
ter and to that end he .has planned 
to deliver a very short , talk, to be 
followed by questions. He has in- 
dicated his willingness to answer 
any questions to do with either the 
government's veterans or general 
policies.. ..v> ,: 

One - of the most 'long-standing 
and experienced members of Parlia- 
ment,' Mr. Mackenzie was elo:tcd 
as Liberal candidate in Vancouver, 
and has held the posts ot Minister 
ot National Defence and Minister 
of Pensions and National Health. 

At the close ot the war he took 
over the new-eslabllshcd portfolio 
of Veteran's Affairs, and has since 
been charged with, the welfare of 
all those who have bëen discharg- 
ed trom the armed services.

^Mrs. Ann Frcemantle, a very well 
known British andjftiîiternatlonal 
flgt4re addressed a numerous audi- 
ence last night in Divinity Hall, 
after having been' introduced by 
Jim Hemess, President of the New- 
man Club. Her talk was part of a 
scheduled program arranged for 
Interfalth Week. 

Tlie topic of her discussion was: 
"Religion and the University." She 
aserted that religion, reality and 
responsibility were tlie require- 
mehts' of civilization and that they 
should be available to students in 
universities. She deplored the fact 
that in most universities, the gen- 
eral trend was to put politics aliead 
ot religion, and that'such was a 
loss to students, since universities 
were their opportunity to acquire 
the fundamental understanding of 
life and civilization. 

University students should first 
put in order the ignorance ot them- 
selves and secondly ot knowledge.' 
To clarify her statement, she point- 
ed out that women generally were 
more religious than . men, . because 
they more readily accepted their 
ignorance. She went on to say that 
the hectic conditions ot the world 
are the direct product of our own 
lack of understanding in this mat- 
ter. 

The more we became, aware oJ 
the fact that civilization necessar- 
ily included the above, the more 
conscious religion made lu respon- 
sible to ourselves and to the world. 

The world is what we make it 
ihe went on to say, its troubles 
have to be made our own and we 
must accept the responsibility of 
solving them, with religion as the 
leading factor. Reality is the order 
of love and the basis , tor all rela- 
tions between God and man. hence 
if one really faces reality he will 
put God first and "Me" afterwards. 
If the opposite prevails our lower 
and baser nature will predominate 
our actions and those of our con- 
temporaries. 

Reality has to be accepted and 
not averted. She pictured this by 
slating that such practices of the 
materialistic world, as birth-con- 
trol, divorce, euthanasia were the

James B. Conant, president of 
Harvard outlined plans tor a 
"science city" within the univer- 
sity to bring scientists of many 
categories into close association, so 
that they may cooperate more eas- 
ily and more quickly. The vast 
scientific ond technological resour- 
ces which worked overtime for the 
armed services will be integrated 
with new buildings. and equipment 
under a new coordination of scien- 
tific staffs, Dr. Conant stated. 

The centralization plan, he said, 
promises a greater concentration of 
scientific tools, thus promoting 
greater efficiency in teaching and 
research. 

The "science city" will include 
such buildings as the computation 
laboratory with its mechanical 
mathematician's brain. Two new 
cyclotron buildings are under con- 
struction and a new atom smasher, 
is being built under Joint United 
States Navy and Harvard auspices.

-Amendment 
On Cartels 
Is Approved 



Late results reaching The Daily 
indicate that the resolution of the 
C.C.F. Government was passed 122 
to 120. The L.P.P. amendment on 
voiding cartel agreements was 
passed, but Its second amendment 
to expropriate the Aluminum Com- 
pany without compensation was 
defeated. The session was attended 
by a large and orderly crowd, and 
was a.credit to all concerned.

.With the. .words, ot the Speaker, 
"Let honest opinion and straight- 
forward speech be jtktr standards 
tonight," this year's" first Model 
Parliament was officially opened in 
the Union Ballroom. 

Representing the government, the 
C.C.F. party • presented a resolu- 
tion- to nationalize the Aluminum 
Company -of Canada. Leading oft 
tor his party, the C.C.F. Prime 
Minister, Cranford Pratt, warned 
that a depression such as that which 
struck the country in the thirties 
is looming up. He charged . that 
private enterprise in the last de- 
pression tailed to -link up large 
natural resources and many unem- 
ployed workers, resulting in acute 
poverty. 

He laid this situation' at th'c door 
of corporation directors who, oper- 
ating under the present capitalistic 
system, took account ot doiiai^ and 
cents instead ot the people ot Can- 
ada.- He concluded that democratic 
socialism would make man ruler of 
the own destiny. 
OPPOSITION REPUES 

The Progreslvc Conservatives. His 
Majesty's Most Loyal Opposition, 
were the first to rise in rebuttal. 
Bob Walker stated that the Progres- 
sive Conservatives had no confi- 
dence in the principle of Socialism, 
and consider it the product ot fal- 
lacious economic thinking. With 
reference to the Aluminumr-* he ' 
drew the attention ot the House to 
the fact that 90 per cent ot Can- 
ada's aluminum is exported. Thus 
he saw the problem as one of for- 
eign markets, rather than internal 
reorganisation. 

The CCF in its reply cited (he 
example of a nationalised Britain, 
which, they claimed, was now in 
an excellent export position. 

The main Liberal argument, giv- 
en by Rex Nixon, was based on the 
difticully of establishing a socialist 
economy side by side with a 
capitalistic economy in the United 
States. He pointed out that the Lib- 
eral party had never taken a de^ 
finite stand against Nationalisation, 
but pursued a policy of nationalis- 
ing only when necessary. "The CCF. 
have not yet proved this necessity", 
he continued. In rebuttal the CCF 
charged the Liberals with not real- 
ising the seriousness of the exist- 
ence of cartels. 

John Swltzman made the opening' 
speech on behalt ot the LPP 
amendments to expropriatc| the 
Company, without compensation, 
declared null and void , the cartel 
agreements ot the Aluminum Com- 
pany. This last amendment was 
concurred in by the CCF. The LPP 
claimed- that the wealth ot the 
Com|>any was created by the work-- 
ers and. that compensation would,' 
in effect, compensate robbers. Çon- 
tinuing the attack against mono- 
poly, he charged them with en- 
dangering the peace of the world. 

The Progressive Conservatives 
choose to ignore the last speech and 
returned to the attack on the poll- 
cies of the C.C.F. Dick BIrks, speak- 
ing for his parly, likened the CCF. 
to the advertisements of a car of 
the future, which could not be road 
tested. Ho charged the' C.C.F. of 
dealing with theories and not prac- 
tical values, and he held that the 
praelical implications of Socialism 
had been experienced by those who 
were in services. "WE became civ- 
ilians because we want freedom, 
choice and personal liberty," he 
stated.

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Better Health p 

The day is past, and rightly, so far tiiO;Un- 
fohunalc attitude of laissez faire towards some 
of tlic more important social problems confront- 
ing us today. One whicli is most in the minds of 
the lower middle and poorer classes concerns the 
very vital factors of medical care, hospitaliza- 
tion and periodic checkups— matters which must 
^bc faced by members of the medical profession 
and no less, by legislators and tlicir electors. 

That the younger members of the profession 
understand and arc willing to face these prob- 
lems is shown clearly by the effort and lime put 
into briefs which will be discussed at the national 
CAMSI conference later this month. In the main, 
these briefs provide plans for a national health 
care far beyond any group planning which has 
•yet been put in use, as well as the important 
matter of interns' pay. A brief on nationni health 
planning was passed by the last conference of 
C.\MSI— an organization of Canadian - medical 
students and interns— and several of ils salient 
points were incorporated into a bill by the Uni- ■ 
vcrsity Conference for post-war planning. But 
that in itself is not enough. A matter as basic 
as this is for the welfare of all Canadians must 
bo discussed and put into practice by h Federal 
government so that the standard of health with- 
in this country can be raised to its highest level. 

The medical profession has long been accus- 
ed of opposing any plan which may threaten 
their autonomous state. However, this action of 
the younger members, as well as the support 
they have received from some of the older doc- 
tors should dispel any such doubts. The matter 
of medical care is nob one which can bo left to 
work itself out At the present time the only 
people getting adequate caro are those who can 
' afford it, or, at the other end, those who are too 
poor to pay and who benefit from the various 
clinics. Doctors generally have shown a sincere 
desire to offer services when they are needed re- 
gardless of remuneration but even this haph- 
azard, unplanned effort must bo improved. The 
scheme set forth by the CAMSI committee pro- 
» vides low-paynient medical care on a large group 
scale — a plan similar to one which is a part of a 
complete socialization scheme but without the 
loss of private enterprise on the part of the in- 
dividual medical man. 

That some change will be made from the in- 
adequate setup today is obvious. That the med- 
ical profession is aware of the necessity for such 
a change and is an.\lous and willing to help in 
improving the health of the average Canadian 
nrc oilier good npns. However, there must be 
close cooperation between llic average citizen 
whp is In benefit nnri the medical profession, 
which will also benefit in turn — a cooperation 
which will bring happier relations and better re- 
sults to both parties.

An Analysts of Vets' Society 
Elections 

Last March the present President 
of the Students' Society declared 
in his election platform as follows: 
"I do not believe that they (stud- 
ent veterans) should band together 
as a group - but rather assimilate 
themselves Into the activities they 
favor and act as a body only when 
an issue arises which affects them 
directly as student veterans." 

That statement expressed a view 
point prevalent among a certain 
circle of veterans at the university. 
This group, of course, is a small 
minority, probably not more than 
10 per cent of the veteran body, 
but yet it has certain, characteris- 
tics which make It a' formidable 
group. This group has managed to 
capture the executive of the Vets' 
Society. 

What are the characteristics of 
the group which the present execu- 
tive represents? 

First: This group consists in the 
main of those who would have gone 
to the University whether the pres- 
ent educational set-up for veterans 
existed or not. They are the boys 
who live at the Frat houses on 
University or Peel street or the 
m'anky mansions of Weitmount 
They have, in the main, no finan- 
cial and no housing problem. To 
them the monthly allowance Is 
"gravy". And as for security In the 
future, their big-business connec- 
tions guarantee them employment 
THEY THEREFORE DO NOT 
NEED A VETS SOCIETY. 

Thus we sea the Issue here is not 
"Communism vs. pemocracy" but 
rather an issue between those who 



have no preblema as vets and are 
not worried about their future 
security, and, those who need' to 
fight for that security. 

SECOND: A second characteris- 
tic is thai many of this group be- 
long to frats; which places at their 
disposal an efficient contact or- 
ganization. Therefore this group 
can at any time organize a bloc of 
voters, to unthinkingly support 
the machinations of a small min- 
ority whose only aim is to have 
control, without regard to issues or 
policy. 

This expressed itself most' clear- 
ly at the Student Vets Society elec- 
tion meeting. Knowing that elec- 
tipns for Vets Society were in the 
otilng. they organized a "slate" 
and lobbied to gather forces to vote 
for it. (It is strongly rumoured that 
the matter even went to the Inter- 
fraternity Council). ' 

The Montreal Star reported that 
the ' incoming executive had been 
elected on a program of "cleaning 
out the radicals". 

In the light of these iacb, it be- 
comu clear that. the contribution 
to this discussion on the part of J. 
A. Patterson who himself is not a 
veteran in Tuesday's Daily is noth- 
ing more than a defence of his par- 
ticipation in the lobbying for a 
"slate" whose only aim could be 
to emasciilate the Veterans* So- 
ciety. 

It is a well-kn6wn fact that J. A. 

Paterson, along with his colleague. 

John Archer, were outstanding 

among those who raised the slogan 

"clean out the radicals".

FALSE ACCUSATIONS 

The downtown press, has seen tit to place the blame for " Pop" 
Kerr's resignation on the "irresponsible griping of the tindergrad* 
uates". The trouble with the downtown press is that instead ot 
probing for details they seem to skim the surface and come out 
with reasons' that sound reasonable but 'are actually distortions 
offset. 

As far as the undergraduates are coiu:erncd they have no control 
over the actions of the coaches or athletic office cither as a body or 
through their elected representatives. To blame the student body 
for Kerr's resignation is an unjust charge.; Tho student body held 
Kerr personalty in high regard.) There is also little doubt that he 
understood the game,' however, 'college football is no longer the 
place for a part time coach. The rules of the game have changed, 
the scouting by the other teams has caused the coach to change his 
style of play to a certain degree for each game. 

Whether this is good or bad it is not for us to say at this stage. 
Nevertheless, if McGIII wants to continue to compete with the other 
universities it must acquire a full time roan. If the. university is 
unwilling to go to the expense of paying such a man',- the only alter- 
native is to withdraw from the league. 

MORE UNTRUTHS 

As far as the charges which appeared in the Montreal Daily 
Star stating that "Kerr... had to contend with a few temperamental 
backflelders" we definitely maintain that they are entirely untrue 
and have no basis in fact. There is no man on the McGill Football 
Squad who at any time during the season did not play to tho very 
best of his ability. As a matter of fact, we think that the team should 
be highly complimented for the terrific fight they displayed when 
the majority ot them had already lost faith in their coach for his 
apparent inability to develop methods to take advantage of the new 
rules which came into force this year. The McGill team almost won 
the second Western game on drive and spirit alone. We believe that 
McGlll had material for a championship tcanî this year. That they 
fared so badly Is partially due to the coaching, but we reiterate that 
the basic fault lies with the university's policy in falling to hire a 
full time coach. 

THE REMEDY 

At the start of the season, the downtown press were comparing 
members of the McGlll team to certain all time greats; when McGlll 
lost to Western, they, too, began to criticize the system. During this 
time we on the Dally remiUnedisilent for we realized that the basic 
cause for the unhappy sitùai(loiî'lay with the general athletic setup 
at McGlll and not with the team. 

Any attempt to sign a new coach by the athletic office before 
there has been a definite airing of the basic problems and complaints 
of the Student Athletic Council and the student body as a whole will 
merely add fuel to the fire. There must be a revamping of the 
whole Intercollegiate athletic organization at McGlll. 

Wc on the Dally will' attempt to outline these problems In 
following Issues. Wc believe that these problems must be aired and 
solved before our athletics will bring the greatest benefit to the 
largest number of students. It is not only the question of bringing 
championship teams to this university, this actually is only a minor 
issue, but to ensure that athletics are run by the students, for the 
students. In the full meaning of the phrase.

Veterans' 

Education 

Curtailed 

GRANTS LACKING 



Insufficient Funds 
Stated ^Among 
Reasons 



Iiuiil/iclent incomes and the In- 
ability to; find part-time. jobs have 
ihade it impossible for a number 
of veterans to. continue pro-college 
preparatory ■courses,%'D.V,A. ' offi- 
cialli and' representatives .of sev- 
eral universities were told this yes- 
terday by E. Stabler, assistant dean 
of the Clarcmont Division o{ Sir 
George Williams College at the 
IrciBional 'training conference of the 
I^Separtment of Veterans Affairs at 
tlic Windsor Hotel. 

Responding to a questionnaire 
615 veterans in the preparatory 
course stated that their expenses 
exceeded the O.V.A. grants. An- 
other 89 said that their expenses 
were equal to the grant, while only 
SI said that they, spent less than 
the grant. 

The high calibre and conscien- 
tiousness of the veterans attending 
college was praised by Dr. K. E. 
Norrls, Principal of Sir George 
Williams College. According to the 
recent Harvard Report fully 25 per 
cent, of the nation's youth are suf- 
ficiently intellectually equipped to 
be able to derive' benetit from a 
university education, and Dr. Nor- 
rls said that the D.V.A. had done 
much to materialize that education 
for many men ^d women, who 
would, normally, find- it impos- 
sible. 

' Dr. Hatcher. Assistant Dean of 
the McGiU Faculty of Arts and 
Science, ■ said ' that the experience 
accrued, during service life was 
responsible for the major interest 
being talçèn in the sodali^sciences 
and national and International 
problems. Veterans, upon gradua- 
tion, would ' be more mature in 
every way than the non-veterans. 

Dr. Hatcher thought that science 
was being deserted by many vet- 
erans in favour of other subjects 
and he expressed the wish that 
more scholarships could be made 
available to those students who 
showed particular promise in this 
and other fields. 

Mr. J. W. T. Shaw, D.V.A., chief 
councillor of the vocational section 
said that expansion of industry will 
furnish a need for many trained 
men, and he hoped that the vet- 
erans woiild not be prevented by 
long-term courses from filling 
these positions.. The training pro- 
grams should be reviewed in order 
that encouraging, results, so far 
achieved, can be continued, and the 
training expedited so that vet- 
erans can fill as many vacancies In 
industry as possible.

the leaders of the bloc tried to pre- 
vent the outgoing executive from 
maldng its annual report. The bloc 
was -not Interested In committing 
the Society to a definite policy for 
the future. (At one point John 
Archer challenged the need of 
electing a Housing Director). Think- 
ing that they had a majority, their 
sole aim was to immediately have 
elections; capture the Society which 
had been a thorn in their side, 
and allow 11 to become nothing more 
than a "glorified Vets Do". As a 
result, the Society adopted policies 
proposed by the outgoing executive 
to be^earried out by the incoming 
executIveT'(These have not yet been 
published). 

This frat group put forward cer- 
tain slogans to .rally support In 
the elections. One of them was 
"Oust the LFP'ers." But of course 
this was a false slogan as their 
actions showed: Of the candidates 
presenting themselves for election 
only two were LPP'ers and yet none 
who opposed the "Frat" slate was 
elected. NONE of those elected 
had taken any active part in the 
Vets Society's work in the past 
year. They were certainly there- 
fore not known by the general run 
ot veterans and yet without excep- 
tion the same bloc ot people in the 
Ballroom stood up and voted for 
these candidates. Many who were 
shiccrely Interested in the Society 
and who had waited for the elec- 
tions, on seeing this organized bloc- 
voting, left in disgust. 

This bloc put forward ' certain 
other slogans luoh as -'^e W8i;t aii 
executive th»i; 'Kllf tc aweptable 
to the authorities.'r There lies the 
kernel ot the situation. Any honest 
executive wanting to Insure action 
in the. veterans' interest must be 
acceptable to tlie veterans first and 
foremost, and 'take action accord- 
ingly. 

Let us consider some veterans' 
problems in this light: Grants: 
It is generally felt by student 
veterans that an Increase in 
monthly allawonces is neces- 
. sary to insure their rehabilita- 
tion. One of the reasons why no 
increase has as yet been grant- 
ed by the Government is that 
the University Advisory Com- 
mute to the Government, on 
which McGllI Is represented, 
decided against it. Any execu- 
Uve of the Vets* Society which 
would carry out the wish of the 
veterans would therefore bo 
"unacceptable" to the authori- 
ties, since the society would be 
campaigning for something the 
authorities have opposed. 
Housing: There are those who 
consider that housing ceases to 
be a problem once' a man has 
a roof over his head, no matter 
what the cost or how unsuit- 
able, n is not a secret that 
some offciials of the univer- 
sity tend to this approach. Here 
again we see the possibility of a 
Vets Society executive becom- 
ing "unacceptable", so long as 
it strives to solve still another 
widespread vet problem. '. 
To sum up: any " organization 
claiming to represent student vet- 
erans faces two alternatives. 

1. To take an independent stand 
based on the needs and opinions of 
the student veterans they represent 
and to fight for that sUnd, or 

2. To take the path of least re- 
sistance by adopthig an innocuous 
"line" predetermined at all times to 
suit the authorities.
